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USC Vote 


LAST YEAR a prominent col- 
lege baseball coach had the op- 
posing team on the ropes at the 
end of the fifth inning by a score 
of 144. This veteran mentor 
thought ten runs was, with four 

innings to go, 
a safe margin. 
He substituted 
almost a full 
team of bench 
sitters who had 
had little op- 
portunity to 
play so far 
that season. 
THE COACH 
believed the 
game was for 
the boys; he wanted to give all 
his kids a chance to play. This 
second team lost an important 
game 14-16. He wasn’t exactly 
as happy as the TV youngster 
who runs into the room and says, 
“Look Mom, no cavities.” 
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SUCH AN INCIDENT. happens 
often. Many a coach has experi- 
enced this Sunday punch —- but 
it occurs just ONCE in his life. 
Strategy like the above is the 
best way of having a hard time, 
and any coach who has been 
through such an ordeal never for- 
gets it. After such an experience 
these martyrs generally main- 
tain their first string lineup until 
the ninth inning when their team 
is leading 20-0. Possibly, a second 
pitcher is given a chance in the 
late innings. 
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OTHER COLLEGE team games 
like football and basketball have 
a liberal substitution rule. We 
would be the last one to follow 
football’s example of using of- 
fense and defense teams — nine 
batters and nine fielders. How- 
ever, something should be done 
to allow a college baseball coach 
more latitude in _ substitutions. 
The game is not played for the 
boys when with a bench of 20 
to 25 players only about 50 per 
cent have a chance to compete. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL Federa- 
tion, the NAIA, and the National 
Junior College Association have 
;more reasonable substitution 
‘rules. College baseball would take 
a wise step in modifying its reg- 
ulations ‘without losing any 
ground. 
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THE ABOVE mentioned base- 
ball organizations have a rule 
substantially as follows: They al- 
low a player withdrawn from the 
game to re-enter once, provided 
his place in the batting order will 
not bring him to bat sooner than 
if he had remained in the game. 
In the case of a pitcher, the play- 
er may not re-enter before three 
or more batters have finished 
their turns at bat. To us, this 
makes sense. 
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| THE ONLY ARGUMENT we 
| have heard against this innova- 
tion is that the professionals do 
not allow such procedures, When

28 Summer Teams Okayed 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—A total 
of 28 teams already have been 
certified by the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association for 
summer baseball for collegiate 
players. 

The NCAA allows collegiate 
players to play summer base- 
ball as an amateur providing 
the team daes not come under 
the jurisdiction of professional 
baseball and does not receive 
pay for participation. 

However certain restrictions 
have been set for players who 
hold summer jobs while play- 
ing summer baseball. The stu- 
dent-athlete, according to the 
NCAA summer baseball rule, 
must be employed for at least 
32 hours per week and shall 
be paid a salary commensu- 
also provide “reasonable meals 
for the locale. 

Teams may provide transpor- 
tation to out-of-town games and 
also provide reasonable meals 


and lodging” if necessary in 
connection with trips. Teams 
also may pay actual round-trip 
transportation costs between 
the student-athlete’s home and 
the home locale for the team. 

No cash allowance or bonuses 
are permissible for playoffs. 

Certification can be applied 
for by writing the NCAA. The 
NCAA summer baseball com- 
mittee is made up of Bernie A. 
Shively, Kentucky, chairman; 
Ralph O. Coleman, Oregon 
State; John H. Kobs, Michigan 
State; George L. Sheibler, East- 
ern College Athletic Conference 
and J. A. Tomlinson of Arkan- 
sas State.

I received a copy of COLLEGI- 
ATE BASEBALL and enjoyed it 
very much. 

Enclosed is a copy of acceler- 
ated rules and substitute rule 
that I would appreciate your pub- 
lishing in your paper. Many high 
school and junior high teams are 
using both rules, The players like 
them very much. 

I personally believe that these 
rules will be voted on for ama- 
teurs — high school and college 
ball—in a year or so. 

These are some of the rules: 

1. Substitute anytime while bat- 
ting or taking the field. 

2. A player who starts the game 
and is replaced may re-enter the 
game just once, 

3. A sub who enters the game 
and is withdrawn may not re- 
enter the game. 

5. A player who is injured dur- 
ing the game must abide by the 
above rules. 

6. A substitute who enters the 
game to bat or take the field 
must complete one full inning 
before he can be replaced. 

7. Once the game starts the 
pitcher is allowed only 3 to 5 
warmup pitches. 

8. If the side is retired and the 
catcher is stranded on base, or 
at bat, or ready to take his turn 
at bat, the pitcher is allowed to 
warm-up until the catcher is 
ready. 

9. Ball returned to the pitcher 
after an out is made. Fielders 
are not allowed to throw the ball 
around. 

10. If a player of either team 
is injured all players in the field 
may toss the ball around until 
the umpire says play ball.

Every team should be prepared with a cut-off man on 
outfield throws to third base and to home plate. The cut-off 
man not only acts as a target for the thrower, but also im- 

poses a threat to base run- 
ners trying to take an extra 
base. 
OUTFIELD THROW TO 


THIRD BASE: 
1. Cut-off man is the 
shortstop. 


2. Shortstop is approx- 
imately 45 feet from 
third base and in di- 
rect line with the 
throw. 

3. Shortstop listens to 
instructions from 


third baseman. 
4. Team should be pre- 


pared for this when: 

a. There is a runner 
on first base (may 
be other runners on base also) and a single is hit 
to the outfield. 

b. There is a runner on second base (may be other 
runners on base also) and a fly-ball is hit to the 
outfield. 


OUTFIELD THROW TO HOME PLATE: 


1. Cut-off man may be first baseman, third baseman, 
or pitcher. Probably the commonest’ method is to 
use the first baseman on throws from rightfield and 
centerfield and the third baseman on throws from 
leftfield. A second method, and the one that we usu- 
ally use at Central Michigan, ‘has the first baseman 
as the cut-off man on all throws to home — this 
avoids much indecision in the infield and the four 
infielders have the same assignment, no matter which 
field the throw is coming from. Some coaches, es- 

' pecially in high school where the pitcher is often the 
best all-around ballplayer, let the pitcher act as the 
cut-off man. The biggest disadvantage of this is the 
elimination of a back-up man behind the catcher.

2. Cut-off man is approximately 50 feet from home plate 
(a little short of the mound) and in direct line with 
the thrower. (If the outfielder throws with a three- 
quarter delivery then the cut-off man should com- 
pensate for this by standing a step out to the side— 
allow for ball hopping to the side when it strikes the 
ground). 


3. Cut-off man listens to instructions from the catcher. 
These must be emphatic, loud, and in time for the 
cut-off man to have time to react to the comniand. 


4. Team should be prepared for this when: 
a. Runner on second base (may be other runners 
on base also) and a single is hit to the outfield. 
b. Runner on third base (with other runners on base) 
and a fly-ball is hit to the outfield. 


c. Runner on first base (may be other runners on 
base also) and there is an extra-base hit to the 
outfield. Many coaches do not use a cut-off man in 
this situation, feeling that the relay man is close 
enough to make a cut-off man impractical. 


The team must be schooled in a scheme of movement 
whereby all infielders know exactly where to go — bases will 
be covered in case the runner tries to take an extra base and 
the throw is cut-off. 


The cut-off man should be fully aware of the game situ- 
ation — the inning, the score, and the relative importance 
of the various runners. He cuts off throws to make the sure 
put-out, especially when the runner cut-off is the tying or 
winning run. 

Outfielders should. be given a great deal of throwing 


practice and made to see the importance of having their 
throws low enough to be intercepted by the cut-off man.

Simmons, who guided Missouri 
to the 1958 College World Series 
finals at Omaha, was visibly 
moved when he first heard of 
the announcement. He was at a 
loss to explain how the ' mix-up 
occured. 


“According to information giv- 
en me by our registrar’s office 
in February, the boy was eligi- 
ble,” commented Simmons, “In the 
latter part of March, I sent a 
list of our boys to Reaves Peters 
(conference commissioner) and 
I assumed everything was okay.” 

According to Simmons, Orf’s 
ineligibility is based on the fact 
the switch-hitting .389 native of 
Portage Des Sioux, Mo., had only 
22 hours of passing grades for 
the previous two semesters. Un- 
der conference rules, the mini- 
mum is 24.
